today overrode President Eisenhower’s exp 
wishes and approved a bill that would outlaw. the 
Communist Party and make it a crime to be 9 
member of it. ; 

The Senate approved the measure by 41 votes 
to 39, adding the provision to make party member- 
ship a crime to an earlier House approved version 
of the anti-Communist legislation. : 

Then in an unexpected move, the House 
accepted the Senate version by 208 votes to 100. 
The House action came on a motion by Mr Martin 
Dies, Democrat, Texas, to instruct House members 
of a House-Senate Conference Committee to accept 
amendments approved by the Sena} earlier in the 


Fiual House action came on a volce vote after Imited 
debate. The measure cariicr had caused a historic 13-day 
DUbuster in the Senate when foes called it a “giveaway” bill, 


An finally passed the measure opens the field of atomlo 
energy to private Industry, permits a greater sharing of atomto 
seorets with America’s allicn and paves the way for Preaident 
Elsenhower's atoms for peace plan. 


The legislation was approved by the Senate last night, 59-17. 


The chief compromine provisions, worked out by two 
conference committees, would force private firma to share their 
atomic secrets, on a fee basis, with all competitors for five 
years. The conferecs put a five-year Umit on the patent pro- 
vision instead of the 10 yeara the Senste had approved. 


The chairman of the Mouse-Senate Atomic Energy Com- 
mittee, W. Sterling Cole, told the House the patent provision 
probably wan unconsiitutionsl, But he said he was willing to 
support It to get what he belleves to be a much-needed 
revision of the 1946 atomic energy law—United Press.

HE smali improvement in 

the Colony’s exports i | 
July—some $4m, worth— 
provides — only transient 
satisfaction coupled possib- 
ly with a reflection of 
gratitude and thanks for 
such a virile, buatling local 
industry (whose exports 
increased 101% per cent in 
the month). Otherwise the 
figures te}) us little more 
than we already know; they 
confirm the same trade 
pattern of recent months 
with minor alterations but 
suggest no sign of a new 
trend, nor do present 
economic conditions = in 
Southeast Asia hold out any 
hope that we can expect 
anything very much better 
in the months to come. 
Certainly the drive to pro- 
mote the sale of local pro- 
ducts in neighbouring over- 
seas countries does show 
that Hongkong fs developing 
a sound banrie for its ex- 
ports in these dificult 
times. This coupled with 
the entrepot trade—such a8 
St Ia today—is keeping the 
Colony from bankruptcy.

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FROM VODKA TO CHAMPAGNE 
Marshal Bulganin 
Livens Up 
Moscow Party 


Moscow, Aug. 17. 

Marshal Nikolai Bulganin, the Soviet Defence 
Minister, called the Western envoys in Moscow to 
his side at a party tonight and drank a toast with 
them “against war and for peace.” 

He said: “We do not want to fight but if the 
time comes, we are ready.” They were attending 
a reception at the Indonesian Embassy in honour 
of Indonesia’s National Day. 

Marshal Bulganin drank his toast with the British 
Charge d’Affaires, Mr C. Parrott, the American Chargo 
d’Affaires, Mr Walter Walmsley, the French Charge 
d’Affaires, M. Jean le Roy, the Chinese Ambassador, 
Chang Wen-tien, and the Indian, Indonesian, Burmese 
and other Ambassadors. 


(The British Ambassador, Sir 
William Hayter, and the Amerl- 
can Ambassador, Mr Charles 
Bohlen, are both on leave from 
Moscow. ) 

_As he downed his glosses of 
cognac and clinked glasses with 
Western diplomata, Marshal 
Bulganin toasted = “unanim: 
among all countries and all 
governments—down with war." 

Focing (a table laden with 
food, t and champagne 
bottles, Marshal Butganin de- 
ciared: "I say tha’ os oa Marshal 
of the Soviet Union, Command- 
Ing-General of all forces of the 
Sevier Union, 

“Those who want war do not 
know what [¢ fs. If tho me 
comes—with all our hatred for 
war, we should not turn awoy. 

NOT WEAK 

“Wo say it not because we 
are weak, but because of 
humanitarian reasons, because 
et tho shedding of human 


lood. 
“We have fought enough to 
know what It moans, 
we will be 
fight, but we are 
against it,” Marshal Bulganin 


declared. 

Marshal Bulganin kept the 
toasts golng for two hours. 

It ided a unique occasion 
for ict leaders to grt to- 
gether on informal terms with 
Western diplomats. 

Soon after proposing the toast 
to Indonesia, Marshal Bulganin 
turned to the Western envoys 
and sald "The Big Powers 
should drink together.” 

SWITCHED DRINKS 

Then the Defence Minister 
noted that the French Charge 
WPAMaires was out of the room. 
While an aide hurried to bring 
the French diplomat, the others 
began their toast. They started 
with white wine and then 
switched to vodica, cognac and 
champagne. 

The 'American Charge 
Affaires was brought forward 
to clink glasses with the cipal 
Soviet leader.
